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The lot you buy is as important a step as you will ever 
take. First you want to narrow your choice to acceptable 
locations. Within a broad area, where do you want to 
live? You should have two or three "acceptable loca- 
tions" in mind. 

Next, get a lot that's big enough for your house — and 
otherwise suitable. Size is a fact you can get from ads, 
real estate men, or friends. The "otherwise suitable" 
requires closer inspection on your part. Of course, the 
lot must be within your price range. This can be ascer- 
tained by checking costs in the area before you go out 
to look. Let's examine some of the basic factors that go 
into wise site selection. 

First: Appropriateness to your house plan. Is the site 
large enough for your home, for the outbuildings you 
may wish to add, for your gardening and landscaping 
plans, for possible expansion, for garage and drive? Is 
the grade or slope of the land in keeping with the type 
of home you intend to build? 

Second: Physical properties of the land. How about 
drainage, and the general 'lay" of the land? Is the soil 
good, or will you have to build it up or import costly 
topsoil in order to get a good stand of grass? Are there 
trees . . . for beauty, shade, cooling in summer and wind- 
break in winter? Is the view pleasant? Will extensive 
grading be required? Check the lot with care for all 
factors which may cost extra money or which may de- 
tract from the 5 value of your finished home. 
Third: Beyond the lot line. What's the personality of 
the neighborhood? Of the specific block? Do your neigh- 
bors take pride in their homes? Don't forget that the 
value of your land is dependent as much on their efforts 
as on your own. Is the neighborhood growing or slip- 
ping? Don't hesitate to ask questions of people who may 
know, and that includes people you are considering as 
neighbors. How convenient are schools? Even if you 
have no need for schools within your family, their pres- 
ence or absence will affect the resale value of your home. 
What about churches? Shopping facilities? Recreation 
areas? Transportation? 

Fourth: Are usual services and utilities provided? In 
an established neighborhood this will include gas, elec- 
tricity, water, telephone service, and an efficient sewer 
system. You should look for sidewalks, street lights and 
paved streets. If they are not in, what are future assess- 
ments for these items likely to cost? Find out about 
police and fire protection. Aside from lack of protection 
if these factors are absent, their absence will hike your 
insurance premiums. What about garbage removal? 
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Fifth: Taxes and assessments — present and prospective. 
Don't take anyone's word that taxes and assessments are 
paid up. A check at the town hall or county building 
will bring you the facts. Find out if you can what taxes 
on your finished home are likely to be. Your neighbors- 
to-be will tell you without too much urging how taxes 
are in the area. Remember that if a great many schools 
or roads are being built because of the newness of the 
area or a large influx of people, your taxes may go up 
— but you will have the use of the facilities they pay for. 
Sixth: Is the title clear? Make sure you are getting a 
merchantable title with the land, both to assure you un- 
challenged possession and to aid you in selling the prop- 
erty at some future date. Have a reputable lawyer get 
you a statement of title; or if you are dealing through a 
bank or building and loan association, check with them 
for an opinion of title. 

Seventh: What zoning? Community-zoning regulations 
should protect you against the possibility that one day 
a tavern or gas station may go up at the end of your block. 
Again, the ultimate resale value of your home may de- 
pend upon the rigidity of zoning and enforcement. On 
the other hand, zoning regulations may affect the kind 
of home you plan to build. For example, if you want to 
make provision for a second family to live with you, you 
may find zoning regulations forbid construction of a 
two-family home. Often local regulations limit the num- 
ber of kitchens, or allow only a minimum bathroom size, 
or prescribe that the home may not approach the lot 
lines within a certain footage, or do not permit some 
architectural styles to be used. Check this in the town 
or village hall or at the county building. 
Eighth: The price tag. An improved site with utilities 
and services at hand and paid for should represent be- 
tween 10 and 15 percent of the total value of house and 
lot. It's not a good idea to build a modest home on a 
costly lot; in reselling, you are not likely to get back the 
full cost of the lot. And, as anyone can understand, it's 
not a good idea to build a substantial home on a cheap 
lot — ordinarily an indication that your home will be 
among the more valuable ones in a less valuable neigh- 
borhood. When you come to resell, whether you like it 
or not, the value of the neighboring property will affect 
your own. 

The standards discussed above should not be con- 
sidered rigid; the perfect lot that meets all requirements 
is rare indeed. If you keep your requirements fairly 
flexible, and keep your eyes open to the possibilities in 
"unlikely" areas, you might run across a good buy.

Do ail blueprints fit F H A requirements? 

Yes. All plans are designed to meet FHA stand- 
ards. Certain building codes and local ordinances 
sometimes vary for particular localities, because of 
climate or local customs. Minor changes that may 
be occasioned by these variations can be handled 
by your local contractor. FHA standard plans make 
it possible for you to obtain FHA-insured financing 
because the plans have met the exacting standards 
of the government's top housing experts. 



Do you furnish outline specifications? 

We do. With all plans we furnish — at no extra 
cost to you — specification sheets filled in by the 
architect showing all the important materials going 
into the house, describing their quality, and giving 
details of construction. These specifications will 
save you an enormous amount of time and labor, 
as well as money. They are the basis for the con- 
tract between you and your builders; or your guide, 
if you build yourself. The quality of materials and 
construction actually going into the house can be 
checked against this list, as construction proceeds. 



Specifications also will enable you to obtain the 
best possible mortgage terms. 

Can you tell me how much my home will cost 
to build? 

We cannot tell you exactly how much the home 
of your choice will cost. Each plan has been tested 
many times in actual construction, but prices vary 
so widely from area to area that only a local expert 
can give you fairly exact information. That means 
a contractor, materials dealer, or perhaps your local 
bank or building and loan association. In general, 
costs are reckoned on a square foot basis; and in 
most areas these costs will range from $10 to $15 
a square foot of living space; assuming that the 
work is contracted out. Costs also will vary with 
the extras you add to the plans and, the amount of 
work you do yourself — like landscaping, or deco- 
rating. 

In order to help you get a rough estimate of cost, 
the size of each house is shown by square feet of 
living area. Unless otherwise specified, this does not 
include porches, garages, terraces, etc., since many 
of these features 'are optional and, of course, cost 
less per square foot to build than the main dwelling. 



I would like to have a utility room in the plan 
I like, but not a cellar. How can I do this with 
your blueprints? 

If the plan you choose calls for a basement but 
you would prefer a utility room, no serious problem 
arises. The space occupied by the approach to the 
basement and the basement stairway usually is big 
enough for the heating plant and water heater. 
Such a change can easily be made from our blue- 
prints by your contractor. 

Conversely, the adaptation of a basementless 
plan to one with a basement can be made by your 
contractor. 



What are the advantages of an architect-de- 
signed house? 

A house designed by an architect who is a small 
home specialist has all the features that you look 
for and want. Comfort and convenience in living 
are planned within an attractive exterior. Every 
foot of livable space is made use of to your advan- 
tage. From a practical point of view, it is easier to 
obtain the best mortgaging and financing on such 
a house. If you should ever want to sell it, you'll 
get a much better price for the architect-designed 
house. It has extra value built in. 



I like one of your houses, but it would fit better 
on my lot if it were reversed — the garage 
on the left instead of the right, etc. Can I get 
reversed plans? 

If you desire, we will furnish reversed plans. If 
you find that a particular house plan would suit you 
— or your lot — better if it were reversed, we will 
(on request) send some of the blueprints trans- 
posed as in a mirror. If you order four sets of plans, 
for example, we will send two mirror images, and 
two in the original position so that ybu can 
read the figures and directions easily. Experienced 
builders and contractors find these blueprints en- 
tirely satisfactory to work from. 



Can you make changes in blueprints for me? 

Your contractor can make changes in dimensions 
on your plans, in most instances with little trouble. 
However, if you wish to make serious alterations 
in the plans, why not look a bit further among our 
other plan books listed inside the back cover of 
this issue first? You may find exactly what you want 
in another plan, or you may find one that can meet 
your requirements with only minor changes, which 
can be made locally. 

Can I build my house of brick or concrete block, 
although the description calls for frame con- 
struction? 

If the house plan (for example) calls for frame 
siding, you can build it of brick, concrete block or 
other materials. Your contractor can do this easily; 
only the width of the exterior walls must be ad- 
justed. 

Are material lists furnished with blueprints? 

Yes. With each four-set blueprint order as de- 
scribed on page 47, you will receive a lumber and 
mill check list prepared by a competent expert in 
this field. This material, list will be an invaluable 
aid in securing a quick cost estimate from your lum- 
ber dealer with a minimum of trouble and effort 
on both your parts. 

I like one of your plans very much but want to 
see what it looks like when it is built. Can 
you tell me where, in my neighborhood, K 
could see this house? 

We regret that we cannot tell you exactly where 
in your area you can see a finished house built from 
the plans you select. Most homebuilders intend to 
move the moment their houses are built. We don't 
get the addresses of the building lots from people 
who build plans. We would like to furnish this in- 
formation, but under the circumstances only rarely 
can we do so.
